Obituary. 

EX  SENATOR  RANDOLPH. 

Ex- Senator  Theodore  F  Randolph  died 
Wednesday  morning  at  his  home  id  Mor¬ 
ristown,  N  J.,  from  a  sudden  attack  of 
disease  of  the  heart,  to  which  he  is  said  to 
have  been  subject  for  some  years  He 
was  the  son  of  James  F.  Randolph,  and 
was  born  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  on 
June  24, 1836.  His  education  was  received 
at  Rutgers  Grammar  School  An  equally 
important  part  of  his  training  was 
obtained  in  the  office  of  The  Fredoniun , 
a  paper  owned  and  edited  by  the  elder 
Randolph  after  his  retirement  from  Con¬ 
gress. 

In  1859  he  was  sent  to  the  Assembly  by 
the  American,  or  Know-Nothing,  party, 
and  was  elected  by  the  Democracy  to  the 
State  Senate  in  1862.’  In  1868  he  was 
elected  Governor  of  New  Jersey  by  the 
Democrats,  and  served  until  1872.  It  was 
through  his  influence  that  the  Legislature 
was  prevailed  upon  to  repeal  what  was 
known  as  the  “  Camden  and  Amboy 
Monopoly  Tax,’’  and  to  pass  a  general 
railroad  law.  He  was  instrumental  in 
improving ’the  prison  system  of  the  State, 
and  was  the  first  to  put  in  form  the  plan 
of  a  State  lunatic  asylum. 

In  1874  Mr.  Randolph  was  elected  to 
the  United  States  Senate,  succeeding 
John  P.  Stockton 

Since  the  close  of  his  term  in  the  United 
States  Senate,  Mr.  Randolph  had  lived 
quietly  at  his  home  in  Morristown.

William  Pitt,  the  first  Earl  of  Chatham, 
was  but  twenty  seven  years  of  age  when, 
as  a  member  of  Parliament,  he  waged  the 
war  of  a  giant  against  the  corruptions  of 
Sir  Robert  Walpole.  The  younger  Pitt

Joseph  Warren  was  only 
twenty  nine  years  of  age  when,  in  deft 
ance  of  the  British  soldiers  stationed  at 
the  door  of  the  church,  he  pronounced 
the  celebrated  oration  that  aroused  the 
spirit  of  liberty  and  patriotism  that  terini 
nated  in  the  achievement  of  independ 
ence  At  thirty-four  he  gloriously  fell, 
gallantly  fighting  in  the  cause  of  freedom 
on  Bunker  Hill 

Alexander  Hamilton  was  a  lieutenant 
colonel  in  the  army  of  the  American 
Revolution,  and  aide-de-camp  to  General 
Washington,  at  the  age  of  twenty.  At 
twenty-five  he  was  a  member  of  Congress 
from  New  York;  and  at  thirty  he  was 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Convention  that 
formed  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States;  at  thirty  ope  he  was  member  of 
the  New  York  Convention,  and  joint  au¬ 
thor  of  the  work  entitled  the  Federalist  / 
at  thirty  two  he  was  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Thomas  Haywood,  of  South  Carolina, 
was  but  thirty  years  of  age  when  he  sign¬ 
ed  the  glorious  record  of  the  nation's  birth 
— the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Ell- 
bridge  Gerry,  of  Massachusetts,  Benja 
min  Rush  and  James  Wilson,  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  were  but  thirty  one  years  of  age; 
Matthew  Thornton,  of  New  Hampshire, 
Thomas  Jefferson,  of  Virginia.  Arthur 
Middleton,  of  South  Carloma,  and  Thom 
as  Stone,  of  Maryland,  thirty -three;  and 
William  Hooper,  of  North  Carolina,  but 
thirty  four. 

John  Jay,  at  twenty-nine  years  old,  was 
a  member  of  the  Revolutionary  Congress, 
being  associated  with  Lee  and  Livings¬ 
ton,  on  the  committee  for  drafting  an  ad¬ 
dress  to  the  people  of  Great  Britain,  and 
drew  up  that  paper  himself,  which  was 
considered  one  of  the  most  eloquent  pro¬ 
ductions  of  the  time.  At  thirty-two  he 
penned  the  old  Constitution  of  New  York, 
and  in  the  same  year  was  appointed  Min¬ 
ister  to  Spain. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-six,  Thomas  Jef 
ferson  was  a  leading  member  of  the  Colo 
nial  Legislature  of  Virginia.  At  thirty 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Conven¬ 
tion,  at  thirty-two  a  member  of  Congress, 
and  at  thirty  three  he  drafted  the  Decla¬ 
ration  of  Independence. 

Milton,  at  twenty,  had  written  his  fin¬ 
est  miscellaneous  poems. 

Lord  Byron,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  pub¬ 
lished  his  celebrated  satire  upon  the 
English  bards;  at  twenty-four  the  two 
first  cantos  of  Childe  Harold's  Pilgrimage. 
Indeed,  all  the  vast  poetic  treasures  of 
his  genius  were  poured  forth  in  their  rich¬ 
est  profusion  before  he  was  thirty-four 
years  old,  and  he  died  at  thirty-seven. 

Mozart,  the  German  musician,  complet¬ 
ed  all  his  noble  compositions  before  he 
was  thirty -four  years  old,  and  died  at 
thirty-five. 

Pope  wrote  many  of  his  published 
poems  by  the  time,  he  was  sixteen  years 
old;  at  twenty  his  Essay  on  Criticism 
at  twenty  five  his  great  work,  the  trans¬ 
lation  of  the  Iliad. 

Sir  Isaac  Newton  had  mastered  the 
highest  elements  of  the  mathematics  and 
the  analytical  method  of  Des  Cartes,  be¬ 
fore  he  was  twenty,  and  discovered  the 
new  jnethod  of  infinite  series,  of  the  new 
telescope,  the  laws  of  gravitation,  and  the 
new  planetary  system.  At  thirty  he  oc¬ 
cupied  the  mathematical  chair  at  Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Dr.  Dwight’s  Conquest  of  Canaan  was 
commenced  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  and 
was  finished  at  the  age  of  twenty-two. 
At  the  latter  age  he  composed  his  cele 
ebrated  dissertation  on  the  history,  elo¬ 
quence,  and  poetry  of  the  Bible,  which 
was  immediately  published  and  repub 
lished  in  Europe.—  Exchange.
